start from "Mike" Baldridge's citrus 
nursery. 


Michael Baldridge came to Covina 


and acquired acreage which is now 
he F. M. Chapman 
(Palmetto) 


•anch. He brought rotten or-inges 
n barrels from the port of San Fran- 
cisco, and used the seeds to start his 
stock, budding afterwards mostly to 
Washington navels. 


There was another nursery ven- 


ture started about that time by G. 
W. Lee, and many of the ranches 
were also planted from stock fur- 
nished by James R. Hodges. 


Water was very scarce, and the 


nursery men of that time did not 
know much abput the proper ball- 
ing of citrus stock. The result was 
that many plantings died, in whole 
or in part. Many a fine orchard that 
is seen today was kept alive the first 
year with water brought to each 
tree in barrels. There were one or 
two instances where ranchers were 
able to start their citrus trees with- 
out'the aid of irrigating water, anc 
in later years there were several 
ranches that produced good crops 
that never had been irrigated.

The country doctor has always 


been ono of the greatest factors in 
every American community. He is 
always intimately associated with all 
of the family events (hat are best 
remembered, those of the coming of 
a new life and the closing of many 
lives that hud to do with the com- 
munity's advancement. 


Dr. J. D. Reed, who may be seen 


many an afternoon watering his 
lawn or trimming his roses at his 
beautiful residence at the corner of 
First street and Badillo avenue, is 
the pioneer doctor of Covina city 
and valley. He was bom in Mis- 
souri in 1E58, and grdunted from 
Bellevue Hospital Medical college in 
1883.

Dr. Reed always took an interest

ing,

merce, and is at present associated 
with others in the shipping and 
packing of oranges.

Opened Grocery 


Here in 1891 


E. P. Warner, one of Covina's ear- 


liest grocers, first came to Covina 
in April, 1891, when he was the guest 
of his brother, Carl Warner, who 
had come here in 1887. 


It was not, however, until Decem- 


ber 7, 1891, that Mr. Warner came 
to Covina to make his home. He 
was accompanied by his mother. His 
father, L. A. Warner, followed a 
short time later. The Warner family 
first lived in the house that is now 
occupied by the Misses Outland' on 
East Badillo street. Mrs. E. P. War- 
ner came from Geneva, New York, 
in April, 1888, and in June of 1893 
she and Mr. Warner were married, 
taking up their residence in the 
building remodelled some years ago 
by Dr. W. P. Magan as his office on 
West, College street. 


In 1891 E. P. Warner and his 


brother, Carl, opened a grocery store, 
known as Warner Brothers, on the 
site now occupied by the Covina 
theater. They later moved to sev- 
eral different locations on Citrus 
avenue during the years they were 
in business. 


In 1909 a fine new building was 


built that is now occupied by Sco- 
field's, and into this moved the firm 
of Warner, Whitsel and company. J. 
M. Whitsel had joined the firm in 


1896. Here the firm remained until 
its dissolution in 1919. 


Mr. and Mrs. Warner have been 


making their home on West College 
street for some years. They have 
two children, Donald, who is prac- 
ticing law in Los Angeles, and Miss 
Dorothy, a teacher in the Oxnard 
schools.

A striking example of the strides made in 


the San Gabriel valley during the past fifty 
years is shown in the photos above, one 
taken of Citrus avenue, Covina's main street, 
about forty years ago, and the other a mod- 
ern photo as the business district appears 
today. The fiftieth anniversary of the city's 
founding will be celebrated Saturday, Octo- 
ber 13, with a gala "old-timer" parade in the 
morning, a big outdoor barbecue at noon, 
sports events and vaudeville all afternoon, 


and a free dance, inside, in the evening. The 
entire day's program is free of charge, with 
the exception of the barbecue, which is put 
on at cost. 


Other features planned for the day in- 


clude a museum of historic valley curios, the 
reading of a history of the city and surround- 
ing territory, especially computed for the 
occasion, and many similar plans to effec- 
tively contrast the Covina of today with the 
barren fields of half century ago. 


Valley History 


Closely Linked 
to Dan Reichard 


It was in 1873 that Daniel and 


John Reichard first purchased one 
hundred and fifty acres of land west 
of Covina. 


Daniel was in business in Los 


Angeles, and his brother supervised 
the property here for some years. In 
1899 Daniel came to live permanent- 
ly on the property, and has kept up 
an active interest in the land that 
bears some of the finest orange trees 
in the district. 


It was in 1870 that Cora Virgin 


came to the valley to make her 
home, later becoming the bride of 
Daniel Reichard. 


John Reichard passed away some 


years ago, and of the extensive acre- 
•agfe In the ajiigiual •piee&-there.'gUU 
remain 52^2 acres that are handled 
by Daniel Reichard and his son, D 
Forest, who make their home there. 


Dan Reichard is still reported as 


being hale and hearty, and still takes 
a lively interest in the affairs of the 
Azusa Irrigating company and his 
property interests. He is inseparably 
linked with the entire history of de- 
velopment in this part of the valley. 
He was an outstanding figure in the 
>ioneer struggles to apportion the 
ivater from, the San Gabriel canyon. 
At the last annual meeting of the 
Azusa Irrigating company his voice 
was heard on the floor, participating 
n the discussions as he has since 
the formation of this important or- 
;anization. 


Bemis Recognized 


a Pioneer Factor 


Echoes from out the past bring 


the name of C. E. Bemis, who was 
one of the leading spirits in forming 
the organizations and societies that 
made possible the growth of Covina 
o.ity and community. 


The residence built by Mr. Bemis 


at the corner of Badillo avenue and 
second street is still a substantial 
home, and furnished a starting place 
some years ago for the Covina hos- 
pital, now in its own buildings, and 
one of the finest hospital properties 
in the valley. 


Mr. Bemis was born in Wisconsin 


in 1850, arid came to Covina in 1886. 
He was justice of the peace for four 
years; president of the irrigation 
company, six years, and secretary 
for two years. He was prominent in 
Republican party councils, and was 
a member of the horticultural com- 
rpiggjrjin for' the_ county. HebougM 
and s&ld land in "this area tmTartp?. 

The 
Bradley Fertilizer company made 
him valley agent, a position which 
he held for several years. His in- 
luence was considerable in the pio- 
neer upbuilding of the area.

Francisco, "Sodom of the West," was 
in the throes of another reform 
movement, and Governor Markham 
was being criticized for appointing 
a gambler and redlight district pro- 
prietor as police commissioner. 


The Boston shoe store was one of 


the largest establishments in Azusa, 
and J. E. Franklin's store was the 
principal dry goods emporium. 


Madison Bashor was advertising 


nursery stock, and J. G. Madden was 
operating the Covina drug store. 
Souther & Potter's livery stable was 
doing a good business. Who remem- 
bers the store of Hoover & Elliott? 


Along the banks of the San Ga- 


briel river at Vineland, now Baldwin 
Park, the great freshet of that spring 
of 1895 had brough 20,000 feet of I 
lumber from the yards of Azusa, and 
a great mass of tangled driftwood. 
Ranchers all the way from El Monte 
to Downey were busy for weeks sal- 
vaging lumber and firewood.

Torrential rains fell in the Covina 


VaTTey' the- -weete-Tjf 
1900, and the town was flooded, with 
considerable 
damage to orchard 


property. 


Three and sixty hundredths fell 


in five days and nights. Water pour- 
ed down San Bernardino road, across 
the Sherwood and Cook orchards, 
down Second street, turning west on 
College, filling the basements and 
flooding the stores on Citrus avenue. 
Mud in the gutters was knee-deep, 
with three or four inches of silt on 
the sidewalks. McBride and Mcln- 
tosh hardware store was the heaviest 
loser, with seven feet of water in 
the basement. Chris Horn, the baker, 
narrowly escaped drowning in trying 
to rescue his goods. Warner and 
Whitsel, grocers, saved their store 
from heaviest damage by barricading 
with sacks of flour. G. W. Dudderar's 
flour and feed store was flooded. 
Austin Warner's blacksmith shop 
had a foot of mud on the floor after 
the water subsided. Broadwell's dry 
goods store, filled with heavy stocks, 
escaped damage.

While Mr. and Mrs. Ben F. Thorpe 


were traveling in Paris in the year 
of 1902, the former's brother pur- 
chased a ranch for him on West Cy- 
press avenue, and upon their return 
to the United States, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thorpe found themselves in po >ses- 
sion of an orange grove adjoining 
that of his brother, Charles, on West 
Cypress avenue. 


Another brother, Dr. Lewis S. 


Thorpe, a practicing oculist in Los 
Angeles, was also the owner of an 
orange grove oh West Cypress ave- 
nue, across the street from the two 
brothers. 


It was in 1898 that Lewis Thorpe 


first came to Covina to make his 
home. Shortly after their return 
from Europe, Mr. and Mrs. Ben F. 
Thorpe were so enthusiastic over 
the valley that they began the erec- 
tion of one of the most beautiful 
homes in the valley, completed in 
1907, and was the scene of some of 
the smartest affairs of the social and 
musical sets of the valley. 


This home is now occupied by Dr. 


J. R. Sackrider. After selling this 
piece of property Mr. and Mrs. 
Thorpe erected their beautiful hill- 
top home in the Covina Highlands. 


Mme. Ellen each Yaw, noted con- 


cert singer, a sister of Mrs. Ben F. 
Thorpe, first came to the valley in 
1905, purchasing a ranch at Lark 
Ellen and Covina boulevards, which 
she still owns, although she has more 
recently built a home adjoining that 
of her sister in the Highlands, where 
she has this past winter built an 
amphitheater and inaugurated sea- 
sonal concerts.

Among Earliest 
of Valley Settlors 


One of the first to arrive in this 


city was C. W. Potter, known to the 
old-timers as "Bert." 


He came from Santa Ana in De- 


cember, 1884, and opened the first 
blacksmith shop on Badillo street. 
He engaged in that trade for twenty 
years. He introduced into the valley 
a number of farming implements of 
his own invention and manufacture, 
some of these'still being in use. 


He recalls the very first edition 


put out by the Covina Independent, 
first newspaper here, when the few 
inhabitants gathered to help print 
the issue, which was dated January 
17, 1885. 


In 1902 he opened a hardware 


store here. He has owned a number 
of orange groves. Mr. and Mrs. Pot- 
ter have resided at the present lo- 
cation for the past forty-five years, 
first building a small residence now 
situated in the rear of their present 
home, on Third street, in which they 
lived for ten years. The former is 
one of the active members of the 
committee for tomorrow's celebra- 
tion.

Oldest First Settler 


First School Made 


of Poles and Brush, 


Says Mrs. Griffiths 


"I've bean in this valley more than 


sixty years," said Mrs. C. D. Grif- 
fiths to an Argus reporter. 


She was born in Gallatin, what is 


now known as Downey, the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Childs Pol- 
lard. Mr. and Mrs. Pollard owned 
a number of ranches in the valley, 
including the place on which Mr. 
and Mrs. Griffiths are now living 
on Broadway, the Coffman and for- 
mer Waterhouse groves on Covina 
boulevard. 


"There were no towns in the val- 


ley when we first came," said Mrs. 
Griffiths; "there were only trails for 
roads. My father wanted his chil- 
dren to go to school, so was instru- 
mental in having a schoolhouse built 
not far from our ranch. It was made 
of poles and brush and was the first 
school in the valley. Father also was 
instrumental in bringing the first 
physician to the valley." Mrs. Grif- 
fiths has a sister, Mrs. G. R. Wolff, 
in Hondo, and a brother, R. A. Pol- 
lard, in Maywood. 


1 Tom Finch Known 
as Early 'Dry' Farmer 


Mrs. Virginia Coffman is the old- 


est of the first pioneers living in the 
valley, and still makes her home in 
the frame house in which she and 
her husband settled in March of 
1876 on San Bernardino road. 


The house was built on two hun- 


dred acres that had been home- 
steaded by a man by the name of 
Booth, who sold the property to Mr. 
Coffman. The acreage was practi- 
cally unimproved, there being only 
a few grapes and deciduous trees 
around the house. Mr. Coffman rais- 
ed his trees from seed, and planted 
the grove. Mrs. Coffman has seen 
the development of railways, first the 
steam and later the electric, in the 
valley, and witnessed the valley 
grow from barren wastes of sage- 
brush into the sites of beautiful 
homes. 


Two of the four Coffman children, 


Mae and Mrs. Earnest Washburn, 
were born in the family home here, 
the sons, E. T. and Charles, coming 
with their parents to pioneer in the 
valley. Both men are ranchers here. 


Frank Snodgrass 


Recalls Early Days 


Frank Snodgrass came to Covina 


in 1885 from Walla Walla, Washing- 
ton, and has lived here almost con- 
tinuously since that time. He was 
engaged as a carpenter in the orig- 
inal tract. 


For many years he has been re- 


tired, but still takes an interest in 
city affairs. Among his many activi- 
ties during a long life here he built 
the Snodgrass building on Citrus 
avenue, which housed for many 
years the lodge of Oddfellows, of 
which he has been a prominent 
member.

Mrs. Kerckhoff an 


Early Govina Bride 


Mrs. Anton P. Kerckhoff came to 


the valley as a bride forty years ago. 
She came from San Luis Obispo, 
and she and her husband settled on 
the forty acres on East Puente street 
where the family still resides and 
where all the children were born. 
The Kerckhoff ancestral home was 
at Sixth and Main streets in Los 
Angeles, now the site of the Pacific 
Electic station. 


Mr. Kerckhoff died nine years ago. 


He was president and director of the 
irrigating and packing organizations 
in the Covina valley for many years, 
and prominent in the upbuilding of 
this citrus community. 


Mr. and Mrs. T. E. Finch, parents 


of the Finch brothers, now in busi- 
ness in Covina, first came to the 
San Gabriel valley in 1891, and en- 
gaged in wheat raising on the Bald- 
win ranch, between Covina and Pu- 
ente. 


In 1898 they moved into Covina 


and opened a grocery store. In 1900, 
Mr. Finch, with L. L. Ratekin, took 
over the Covina Orange Growers' 
packinghouse, which they operated 
until 1906, when they bought the 
San Gabriel Valley Milling com- 
pany, which Mr. Finch assisted in 
operating until his death in 1931.

Guster Came Here 


From Washington 


W. Q. Custer, prominent in busi- 


ness and church circles, came to Co- 
vina in May of 1893, from Garfield, 
Washington. 


He first purchased 
a ten-acre 


grove on Puente street, between 
Lark Ellen and Azusa avenue. In 
May of 1899 he opened an under- 
taking establishment, situated on the 
site now housing the Covina theater, 
and some months later opened a fur- 
niture store in connection with the 
parlors. ~ 


In 1900 he purchased the ground 


for Oakdale cemetery, improving it 
to its present capacity. In 1913 he 
sold his furniture stock to F. B. 
Gillette, devoting his time to the 
undertaking business. Two sons, Paul 
and Clyde, reside in Covina. Mrs. 
Custer passed away October 9, 1930. 
A son, Mark, who was a world-war 
veteran, died in 1925. 


Mr. Custer was instrumental in 


organizing the local Baptist church 
in 1897, and is now one of the two 
remaining charter members. 


Ratekin Long Active 


in Valley Affairs 


L. L. Ratekin came to Covina in 


1894, moving into the house he and 
his family still occupy on South 
Fourth street. 


The dwelling was one of the fine 


places of the valley, and had been 
recently built by Joseph Amon. Mr. 
Ratekin bought land which he set 
to orange trees, and in 1900, joined 
with T. E. Finch in the Covina Or- 
ange Growers' packinghouse, in or- 
der to have an efficient v/ay in which 
to market his produce. 


He and Mr. Finch in 1906 bought 


the San Gabriel Valley Milling com- 
pany, which Mr. Ratekin still oper- 
ates. He has been active in the civic 
affairs and the growth of the city 
and valley during the years and has 
served some years on the board of 
trustees of the city and schools. 
Mrs. Ratekin has been instrumental 
hi organizing groups of women of 
the city, and was president of the 
Monday Afternoon club from 1903 
to 1905.

There seems to be some difference 


of opinion as to what old-timers 
mean by Covina. It has been inter- 
esting the past week to interview 
various of the families that came to 
Covina forty or fifty years ago. I 
have discovered that the original 
town of Covina was very small, its 
boundaries being the alley north of 
the city hall on the north, Dexter 
street on the south, First street on 
the east, and Fourth street on the 
west. It was not until the city of 
Covina was incorporated in 1901 that 
the boundaries were fixed as they 
now stand. Among other things I 
have found during the past week 
that interested me was: 


—that Dr. J. D. Reed was the first 


doctor in the city of Covina, but 
that he stayed here only a short 
time, returning later; 


—that the first house in the city 


of Covina was built by C. W. Potter 
and still stands on the rear of his 
lot, facing Fourth street. 


—that the first store in the city of 


Covina 
stood where 
McElfresh's 


store now stands, arid groceries were 
dispensed by F. E. Groover; 


—that the first blacksmith shop 


was operated by C. W. Potter; 


—that church services were first 


held in the opera house in the build- 
ing on East Badillo street now oc- 
cupied by the Chauncey upholstery 
shop; 


—that the Covina Social club also 


met in this same opera house and 
was the center of all the elite and 
the instigator of many of the af- 
fairs of the social life in the city; 


—that E. G. Prather paid innum- 


erable "fines" of fifty cents to the 
above-mentioned club, no doubt for 
misdemeanors or infringements of 
the club rules; 


—that the first city fathers after 


the incorporation were T. E. Finch, 
J. L. Moxley, L. L. Ratekin, C. W. 
Potter, E. B. Carrier (clerk), I. C. 
Fairly (marshal), and Charley Par- 
ker (recorder); 


—that the main line of the South- 


ern Pacific came to Puente in 1877, 
and to Covina in 1895, and the first 
electric train came thru Covina in 
1907; 


—that the first grammar school 


was built outside the city limits on 
the site of the present school on land 


"blind pigs" have been rumored; 


—that on election days, time was 


given to high school boys 'of 21 to 25 
to cast their votes. 


—that when the belles of the early 


days wanted to have a buggy ride or 
make a trip to Azusa, they coaxed 
Ed Prather, who carried the mail 
from Azusa to Covina, to take them 
along.

China," and illustrated his lecture said tru5t. 
with two hundred slides and three 
reels of motion pictures. 


Dr. Edmunds was for twenty years 


connected with the Lingnon univer- 
city at Canton, China. He served as 
professor of physics and as presi- 
dent. A part of the time he repres- 
ented the Carnegie Institution at 
Washington as director of field op- 
rations in making a megnetic field 
urvey of China. This presented un- 
sual opportunities to study the geo- 
raphy of the country and the living 
onditions of the people. 
| 


Dr. Edmunds described the various 
transportation systems of China and 
tressed the importance of the Yel- 
ow and Yangtze rivers and the 
Grand canal. The various forms of 
primitive boats and junks were 
shown in the pictures. Camel and 
donkey transportation are utilized to 
a considerable extent. Wheeled ve- 
ricles, beginning with the wheel- 
barrow, and progressing thru var- 
ous forms of carts and wagons, were 
described. In all of the crude meth- 
ods of transportation human labor 
played an important part. 


The Chinese people have given to 


the world several inventions which 
have played important roles in the 
march of civilization. Outstanding 
among these are their methods of 
printing. They have been export for 
a long time in the art of pottery 
making. Their silk fabrics are fam- 
ous thru the world. 


Dr. Edmunds mentioned the work 


of Lingnon university and the place 
it occupies hi the educational pro- 
gram of the Chinese. This remark- 
able institution takes the Chinese at 
the kindergarten 'age and carries 
them thru the university as far as 
the master's degree. English is stu- 
died in the lower years and on the 
university level is the language of 
instruction. 


Considerable attention is devoted 


to the study of agriculture, and Dr. 
Edmunds pointed out the great in- 
crease in the production of silk due 
to selection of superior stock of 
silkworms. It is from the product, of 
the modern schools of China that the 
leaders of the nation are now being 
selected. •
